The 
first time the bill was presented and was referred 
to his co mmittee, Ro o sev elt refu sed to let it o u t 
o f co mmittee. 
The fo llo wing y ear, the bill was again intro ­ 
du ced and co ncerted wo rk by members o f the 
Agricu ltu ral So ciety fo rced Chairman Ro o sev elt 
to let it co me o u t o f the co mmittee. This do ne, 
the bill was passed and is a law o f great pro tec­ 
tio n to farmers to day . T hat’s the first phase o f 
Mr. Ro o sev elt’s great (sic) wo rk fo r agricu ltu re. 
Mr. Ro o sev elt did no thing fo r its passage, didn’t 
ev en speak fo r it when u p fo r passage. 
The fact is, fo r a great many y ears, New Yo rk 
farmers hav e been wo rking o u t a farm pro gram. 
These farm leaders and their farm o rganizatio ns 
hav e wo rked hard and faithfu lly to impro v e their 
lo t.
